No. 23, Series I dated the 2nd September, 2001, 
had prescribed a Code of Conduct for ensuring 
free , fair, smooth and peaceful elections to the 
Panchayats at all levels and Municipalities ;

(a ) Defacement and spoiling of public or 

private property including buildings by 
pasting of posters , writing of slogans , 
painting of symbols , erecting flagstaffs , 
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suspending banners etc., without the 
written permission of the owners , 
whether private or public ; 


not form a part of the public processions. 
However, bicycles are allowed for such 
processions. 


(b ) Advertisements in the newspapers or 

electronic media or cable TV and 
advertisements in the form of hoardings 
on public roads, streets and public 
transport vehicles;
